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British Cabinet 
Studies Plan To 
Lick Poverty 


Whole Social Program 
To Be Reorganized 
Under System. 


By H. J. J. SARGINT. 


LONDON, Nov. 73.—(NANA) 
The British national plan to abcli- 
ish poverty, drafted by Sir Wil- 
liam Beveridge, chairman of the 
government committee on social 
insurance, is in the hands of the 
cabinet. The result of 17 months’ 
work, the report runs to some 
80.000 words—the length of a 
novel. It will be on sale to the. 
public by about Christmas and 
those who have seen early copies 
say it should be a best seller. In- 
deed, it affects the life and wel- 
fare of every man and woman in 
the country. 

Here is a brief review of the 
services which already exist and 
which, although they are in many 
respects the most elaborate in the 
world, may be carried consider- 
ably further by the Beveridge re- 

rt. 

P The unemployed are protected 
im several ways: by the unem- 
ployment insurance scheme, by 
the assistance board which looks 
after those who have exhausted 
their rights under the _ first 
scheme, and by public assistance 
which acts as a kind of net to 
receive all those who are not eli- 
gible for other forms of social as- 
sistance. Those who are out of 
work through illness are taken 
care of by the national health in- 
surance scheme, and those unem- 


industry, and are therefore es 
sential, but after the war it is 


hoped to revert more completely 
to the government’s principle of 
“good care by good mothers in 
good homes.” In the meantime, 
the education of the mother con- 
tinues through any of the 1,880 
ante-natal or 800 post-natal clin- 
ics that now exist, or through 
nurses’ visits. 

Other and permanent provisions 
for mothers and children are the 
infant welfare centers, of which 
there are 3,600 and which are now 
responsible for such things as the 
distribution of fruit juices and cod 
liver oil under the national vita- 
min scheme. The milk distribu- 
tion scheme, by which more than 
3,500,000 children benefit, is car- 
ried out by the schools. | 

Twelve different forms of ‘relief 


are provided after air raids, quite 
apart from medical treatment. 
There are more than 23,000 rest 
centers where advice and help on 
billeting is given to the newly 
homeless, and where old and in- 
firm people are cared for tempo- 
rarily. Administrative and infor- 
mation centers supplement these 
services and other organizations 
help to trace friends and relations 
who are missing after enemy ac- 
tion. 
Childre are looked after, 
houses given emergency repairs, 
furniture removed, billeting ar- 
ranged, travel vouchers given, and 
compensation for damage to prop- 
erty is assessed. Most practical 
of all, there is immediate financial 
help for those who hace been 
bombed out.

They are important also 
because when those four qualities 
can be combined, they make pos- 
sible decisive results. 

The four factors were—and are: 
(1) Superiority in the technical 
quality of the aircraft; (2) Su- 
periority in numbers; (3) Ade- 
quate ground organization for 
servicing, maintenance and _ re- 
pair, and (4) Masterly handling 
of available squadrons in a bal- 
anced offensive. 

Bases Available. 

Added to these essential quali- 
ties is the fact that a chain of 
air bases was available for occu- 
pation as the advance went for- 
ward, westward from Egypt, east- 
ward from Algeria. Furthermore, 
the enemy's use of his own air 
forces owas distinguished by 
neither imagination nor initiative. 
Not for the first time, the Luft- 
waffe, so rigidly bound to the 
ground forces, could exploit none 
of the versatility which character- 
izes air power, and which is es- 
sential for success. 

Let us examine more closely the 
four factors in the success. 

First, the Allied forces had 
marked technical superiority in 
the aircraft employed. The basis 
of all air power is the single-seat- 
er fighter. Both in Egypt and in 
French North Africa, the /Super- 
marine Spitfire, flown by British, 
American and Imperial pilots, 
showed that it was a fighter “par 
excellence.” The Spitfire was able 
to establish real air supremacy— 
able to drive the enemy from the 
BKY. 

Boston Tea Party. 

Of the other types of aircraft 
which have done so well in North 
Africa—Hurricane and Kittyhawk 
fighter-bombers: Boston,  Balti- 
more and Mitchel! medium bomb- 
ers—all American; and Halifax 
and Liberator heavy bombers 
have been outstanding. To single 
out but one, the Douglas Boston 3 
of the British Air Forces, similiar 
to the American A-20C, perform- 
ed magnificently and lent itself to 
the new brilliant tactics described 
by Air Chief Marshal Sir Arthur 
Tedder as “Boston Tea Parties.” 

In these “Parties,”’ concentrated 
attacks were made by Bostons in 
close formation against enemy 
fighter air fields. Bombs were 
dropped at 15-yard intervals over 
the whole target, which was thus 
completely blanketed. | 

Air Superiority. 

Early in the campaign, the Al- 
lied forces built up superiority of 
numbers over the Luftwaffe in 
Egvpt—estimated at some _ 600 
German and 400 Italian first-line 
aircraft. Magnificently organized 
workshops behind the lines made 
possible the maintenance of the 
Allied aircraft in action at a con- 
stant level. In that respect the en- 
emy failed and, as he retreated, 
abandoned much of his equipment. 

The use of parachute troops in 
French North Africa is another ex 
ample of the exploitation of the 
right weapons in the right. places. 
The 1,.500-mile flight by American 
and British troops under Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Edson D. Raff in Doug- 
las transports from England to 
Africa must rank as one of the 
great feats of its kind in this war 
and as one of immense significance 
for the future. 

Allied Sweeps 

How great these things are to be 
in the near future will desend 
very much on the air strength of 
the United Nations. The Axis is 
likely to try to set up the strongest

LONDON, Nov. 25.—(AP)—The admiralty disclosed 
today that a heavily armed Japanese raider was engaged 
and destroyed in the Indian ocean November 11 by a mine- 
sweeper of the Royal Indian Navy and a Netherlands 
motor tanker. 

The minesweeper, H. M. S. Bengal, was escorting the 
6,863-ton tanker Ondina about 1,000 miles southwest of 
Java when they encountered the 10,000-ton Kikoku Maru 
and the 6,863-ton Kunikawa Maru, both believed armed 
with six 5.5-inch guns equipped with torpedo tubes and 
catapult aircraft.

War is a hard-boiled business. It 
required a level head and a lot of 
good horse sense. But there is 
plenty of room for sentiment— 
even a little of the hearts and 
flowers kind—according to Guy 


Kelcey, regional manager of the) 


local transport division of the Of- 
fice of Defense Transportation. 


Kelcey's job deals with people— 
with getting them from one place 
to another. Having jurisdiction 
over local transportation systems 
and interstate and _ intrastate 
trains and buses as well, Kelcey 
must see that those who must do 
war traveling are provided for. 


But with all his efficiency in| 


supervising the essential travel of 
war time, the executive has a spot 
of real sentimentality which he 


hopes will make a real difference | 
in travel by the middle of Decem- | 


ber. 


the enormous increase in travel 
which the holiday season usually 
brings. 

“I am going on the stump, if 
necessary, and ask people to stay 
put this Christmas,” he said. 
“There are many families who 
will have no opportunity to see

The least civilians 
can do is give up their Christmas 
traveling and let the boys in uni- 
form go Home for Christmas. It 
|probably will be the last oppor- 
tunity for lots of those boys to go 
|home for a long, long time.” 
Later Trains Seen. 


On an ordinary week-day, many 
people stand for miles on trains 
and buses. Multiply this by the 
usual Christmas rush, add to it 
the unusual amount of travel by 
soldiers on furlough, anu subtract 
a large amount of equipment 
which has been diverted to mili- 
tary use and it’s a picture that 
presents an incomprehensible traf- 
fic jam. 

“Trains are already running 
late,” Kelcey pointed out. “An ex- 
tra load means schedules will be 
even more upset. It’s possible that 
some folks might find that Christ- 
mas arrived before they did at 
their destination.” 

Quoting Bernard M. Baruch’s 
statement “We have no choice— 
discomfort or defeat. There is no 
middle course,” Kelcey added that 
the sentence might be paraphrased 
to read “Self-denial or defeat.” 

“It’s the least civilians can do, 
to give up their travel for the sol- 
diers. Any civilian who manages 
to get a place on a train or bus 
can think about the fact that some 
soldier is staying in camp over 
Christmas because he wasn’t lucky 
enough to get accommodations.” 

Kelcey, himself, is one who is 
practicing what he preaches. He 
wants to get home to see his wife 
and two children in New Jersey. 
He has not seen them since he 
came here in August. But instead 
of a trip home, he is going to send 
his latest photograph—the one 
which appears at the head of this 
column. 

Government employes are set- 
ting this example. They will not 
take Christmas furloughs. 

Schools Co-operate. 

The colleges in the south also 
are co-operating to make Christ- 
mas travel possible for the fight- 
ing men. Scholastic programs have 
been juggied so that there will be 
no conflict in students’ and sol- 
diers’ transportation. 

Pointing to the last available 
ODT figures that 51 per cent of the 
people traveling are doing so for 
personal reasons, he said, “If you 
expect to do any traveling, you 
will do it standing up.” Then he 
made a pun which he hastened to 
apologize for: “Mr. Baruch said, 
‘Discomfort or defeat.’ I say, ‘Dis- 
comfort in de-feet’.” 

The ODT program which Kelcey 
heads in this region rises from the 
necessity for conservation of trans- 
portation facilities for an uncer- 
tain length of future time. The 
fact that no amount of war pro- 
duction can be potent unless the 
machines and men of war can Le 
transported to the battlefront, 
makes the transportation system 
of paramount importance. 

It has been said that one of the 
greatest factors in the ultimate de- 

feat of Germany will be the fail- 
ure of her transportation system. 
Many have attributed losses in 
Russia to that failure. “Here,” 
says Kelcey, “we can contribute to 
the continuing efficient function- 
ing of our vital transportation fa- 
cilities by eliminating overload- 
ing.” 

Kelcey, a graduate in engineer- 
ing from Carnegie Tech, makes his 
home in Westfield, N. J. For the 
past 20 years he has been con- 
nected with motor vehicle trans- 
portation and has been instrumen- 
tal in the development ard appli- 
cation of numerous traffic devices 

He is a member of the Ameri- 
can Society of Civil Engineers, the 
Institute of Traffic Engineers and 
'the Society of American Military 
Engineers. He is the author of 
many articles on motor transpor- 
tation subjects.

48 Are Missing 


From 2 Ships 
Sunk by Enemy 


Submarines Destroy Al- 
lied Merchantmen in 
Western Atlantic. 


By The Associated Press. 

The Navy yesterday 
that 48 seamen were missing fol- 
lo-ving the destruction of two A\l- 
lied merchantmen by enemy sub- 
marines in the western Atlantic. 

One of the vessels, an American 
cargo ship which was sunk in the 
north Atlantic last month, lost 32 
crewmen, but 27 others were pick- 
ed up soon after the ship went 
down. 

The second submarine victim, 
whose registry was not revealed, 
sank so quickly that most of the 
crew were thrown into the sea. 
Men clung to wreckage and to an 
overturned lifeboat which finally 
was righted. Three rafts, ripped 
from the ship, were spotted later 
and survivors climbed abaard, 
lashing the rafts to the lifeboat. 

Two days later, 38 survivors 
were picked up by a Norwegian 
ship. Sixteen shipmates were miss- 
ing. 

The sinkings raised the Asso 
ciated Press count of announced 
United and neutral nations’ ma- 
rine losses in the western Atlantic 
to 538 since December 7. 

Meanwhile, dispatches from 
Bridgetown, Barbados, reported 
the arrival there of 
a torpedoed Allied 
Twenty-eight others who were 
adrift in two lifeboats also were 
picked up and were expected to 
land there soon.

Prisoners of War Flee 
Slow-Moving Train 
in California. 


OAKLAND, Cal., Nov. 25.—(P) 
Four German prisoners of war 
jumped from a slow-moving train 
early today and enjoyed brief 
freedom before their recapture. 

The escape, at Altamont Pass, | 
near Livermore, Cal., was discov- 
ered by a brakeman, who saw one 
of the prisoners lying alongside 
the track. 

All of the recaptured men said 
they were from General Rommel’s 
Afrika Korps. 

Sergeant Pilot Hans Kirbert, 
21, of the German Luftwaffe, who 
admittedly engineered the escape, 
was recaptured as he rode into the 
Livermore Air Base on the back 
of a workman’s automobile. 

He said he was trying to get 
to Mexico when he jumped on the 
back of the automobile. He was 
discovered by a guard at the Air- 
port. When the guard demanded 
what he was doing on the back of 
the machine, he was unable to 
answer. He couldn’t speak En- 
glish. 

His recapture at 7 a. m. ended 
the short-lived break which start- 
ed at midnight. 

Two were caught at. the train- 
side by armed guards after the 
brakeman signaled the train to 
an emergency stop. The fourth, 
Edward Lorenc, 21, was arrested 
by civilian defense police who 
found him asleep in an automobile 
near Pleasanton. 

Lorenc demanded that he be 
taken to the Polish consul in San 
Francisco, claiming that he was a 
Polish citizen. 

He said he was drafted into the 
German Army while in the coun- 
try visiting an aunt. He said that 
after being captured in Libya, he 
had, been treated exceptionally 
wed in British prison camps.

Thus, under government aus- 
pices, a vast new industry is aris- 
ing. Two years ago there were 12 
small plants producing less than 
200,000 pounds annually of whole 
dried eggs and about 10,000,000 
pounds of dried yolks and egg 
whites. 

Meanwhile, due to constant 
scientific research and experiment, 
the .quality, and keeping qualities, 
of the product have been essen- 
tially doubled. The Department of 
Agriculture is operating a large 
laboratory in Chicago where a

sample of every lot manufactured 
is subjected to chemical tests and 
where a corps of tasters is main- 
tained. Some of each sample is 
mixed up and cooked as scrambled 
eggs, and these men and women 
whose trained tongues have pro- 
vided them with an entirely new 
profession score it gastronomically. 

In co-operation with British ex- 
pert- a score sheet has been pre- 
pared which states the moisture 
and solid content, ths number of 
bacteria, the taste,-etc., of each lot. 


Mobile Laboratory 

Also a mobile laboratory is be- 
ing maintained which is contin- 
ually on the road between the dry- 
ing plants, located in all the egg- 
producing centers of the country, 
to ‘ocate the trouble when any 
substandard product is received. 

Now practically th. entire out- 
put is shipped to Great Britain and 
the armed forces. Eggs are among 
the richest and most concentrated 
foods known to man. With the 
dried product shipping space is cut 
down approximately four-fifths, 
and there is no need for refrig- 
erated ships. 

Major Industry 

But the Department of Agricul- 
ture workers have been motivated 
not only by the desire to provide 
concentrated food for the British, 
but by the vision of a major Amer- 
ican industry after the war. Thus 
far the American people them- 
selves have had little opportunity 
to sample their rapidly improving 
products. Use of dried eggs in this 
country in the past has been re- 
stricted largely to the baking and 


Co 
e238 
confectionary industries. Practi- 
cally none have found their way 
to the family table. 

Une of the latest developments, 
the Department of Agriculture 
s} ‘cialists point out, is in grading. 
At first dried eggs were dried eggs. 
They were shipped in bulk, Now 
all lots which rate above a certain 
mark on the British-American 
score card are being put up in five 
ounce packages—each  packa“e 
representing a dozen eggs—for use 
as scrambled eggs for breakfast. 
All the remainder is packed in 
barrels for cooking. 


Retains Flavor 

At first there were complaints 
that while the product remained 
fairly palatable for a month or two 
it deteriorated rapidly afterwards. 
The Department of Agriculture 
chemists, however, have found 
that when the dried product is 
kept for any appreciable time at 
a temperature of 85 or more it 
rapidly loses its solubility—its 
ability to come back to liquid egg 
when mixed in water. At temper- 
atures below 50 this deterioration 
is greatly retarded and dried egg 
a year old tastes like the fresh 
product. 

An important criterion is the 
number of bacteria in any sample. 
A certain number is inevitable but 
it has been found that when this 
is exceeded deterioration is much 
more rapid. When the bacteria 
count from any factory begins to 
increase the mobile units of chem- 
ists is dispatched there posthaste 
to determine in what part of the 
process the contamination arises.

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Nazis Try lo Bolster:

Promises of Grain 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—(4)— 
Germany is holding out the prom- 
ise of bread and spaghetti from 
Russia to fortify the Italian re- 
sistance to an eventual. American- 
British invasion. 

talian and German officials 
have signed an agreement at Ber- 
lin for the “regular shipment” to 
Italy of grain grown in the Nazi- 
occupied Ukraine. It is intended 
to show the Italians that the war 
on Russia has begun to bear fruit. 

But even the Fascist propagan- 
dists admit the agreement offers 
the underfed Italians little pros- 
pect of ample rations. 

No Illusions. 

“Speaking seriously,” said a 
Fascist commentator, Aldo Valori, 
on the Rome radio, “there can be 
no question of creating illusions. 
For the time being there are no 
mountains of wheat or millions 


of cattle from the Ukraine or oth- 


er eastern European areas.” 

The diplomatic grapevine brings 
reports through the neutral coun- 
tries that the Italian economy has 
deteriorated still further this year, 
but .till seems far from collapse 
as the Germans continue to bol- 
ster it with raw materials traded 
for foodstuffs. 

Nothing indicates that the peo- 
ple are hungrier than they were 
last winter, when the working 
classes were on subsistence rations 
--the well-to-do, including the Fas- 
cist officials, eating fairly well by 
supplementing their rations with 
purchases on the black market. 

| Grain Shortage. 

So far as known here, the bread 
ration remains at 150 grams a day 
—three small rolls weighing a to- 
tal of five ounces—and other ra- 
tions in proportion. The promise 
of grain from Germany may be 
the result of a shorter wheat har- 
vest than last year’s subnormal 
crop, which has been reported. 

The rice and corn crops, on 
the other hand, were said by neu 
tral observers to be good And 
corn goes into Italian bread, while 
the rice serves as a substitute for 
spaghetti—that share of the rice 
left to Italians after the exports 
go to Germany. 

But a handful of beans, a plate 
of vegetable soup and a few drops 
of olive oil still, presumably, are 
the daily diet of the lower third 
of the population 

Industries Hard Hit. 

Harder hit than ever by the war 
are the Italian industries, for the 
RAF has been blasting the facto- 
ries of Genoa, Milan and Turin 
with blockbusting bombs. 

This may well be a telling blow 
as a prelude to invasion, if the 
raids continue relentlessly. With 
Italian plants dependent on steel, | 
coal and other raw materials from 
Germany, Allied occupation of It- 
aly would shut them down. But 
air raids could cripple them so 
badly before the invasion that 
they would be unable to keep the 
defending Axis forces in planes, 
tanks. guns and ammunition. 

Transportation Difficult. 

Transportation has been a se 
vere problem in Italy ever since 
the country entered the war. and 
the Allied squeeze on the Axis 
armies in North Africa seems to 
have intensified it. The Vichy ra- 
dio broadcast a Rome dispatch 
that nearly 40 passenger trains 
were suspended on the Italian 
railway system November 18. 

That could mean a shortage of 
German coal or of waterpower for 
the electrified lines. But more 
likely it means that

New issues are offer- 
ed twice a year, subscriptions s0- 
licited by posters on the walls of 
cities and hamlets. 

Pay roll deductions have been 
made almost compulsory under the 
Fascist one-party control of Ital- 
ian industry and labor. Deferred 
payment on war contracts, the gov- 
ernment giving the manufacturer 
part of the price in bonds in lieu 
of cash, has been another practice.

War Front Money 

We have read how soldiers of the United 
States, in Africa, have been furnished with 
gold coins with which to trade with the natives. 
The Arabs, it is said, cannot understand the 
value of paper currency, but are glad to accept 
gold coin. 

Now it appears that the gold coin used is 
probably the old French Napoleon, which is 
worth, today, about $6.50 in American dollars. 


There is, however, another odd form of 
money which has been supplied to our forces 
in Africa. That is a special United States paper 
currency, redeemable like any other dollar when 
presented in the United States through normal 
channels by accredited individuals or agencies, 
but worthless to any Axis government or insti- 
tution. 

This is so, if any of this money should fall 
into Axis hands, it would be worthless to them. 
And, in the normal processes of battle, it is

Nowhere in the world has the British ability 
to win “he confidencé and friendship of other 
peoples been so emphatically demonstrated as 
among the Moslems of Africa and the Near 
East. The story of Lawrence of Arabia is a 
romantic snd dramatic illustration of this fact, 

On the other hand, the inability of the 
Germans to successfully colonize or administer 
the affairs of occupied countries has been 
notably shown wherever they have come into 
such contact with the Moslem races. The old 
German colonies in Africa, before the first 
World War, were hotbeds of resentment and 
hatred by the natives for the German officials 
who tried to administer them. Always, when 
German and Britisher meet in the far outposts 
of the world, it is the British representative 
who holds the confidence and approval! of the 
natives, the German who is feared and hated. 

Now that it is becoming clear that the Axis 
is on the toboggan toward compelte defeat, the 
real sympathies of the Moslems will be shown. 
That sympathy will be invaluable to the Allied 
Nations. 

And it must not be forgotten that any ac- 
ceptance, by Britain, of the Gandhi, or Hindu,

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
SURFACE VESSELS FIGHT WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—In 


our jubilation over the recent 
Solomons Islands victory we seem to have ovérlooked one phase 
of the battle which may have an important bearing on future naval 
operations in the Pacific. 

Not enough emphasis has been given the 
fact that this marked the first time surface | 
vessels of the American and Japanese fleets | 
have met in a full-scale head-on clash. The | 
results have been entirely satisfactory to our | 
Navy men. They are in keeping with the high 
rating placed on the quality of our naval ves- 
sels from the start, and they prove the unex- 
celled fighting stamina of our men. 

Nothing was lacking to make it the biggest 
naval engagement since the Battle of Jutland, 
and it all ended beautifully victorious on our 
side. The Japs now have cause to ponder some 
of their earlier ideas about the weakness of our 
Navy and the quality of our sailors. 

In the two earlier spectacular sea victories 
we won in the Pacific—at Midway and in the 
Coral Sea—the two opposing navies never got 
within arm’s length of each other. Not a shot 
was fired from a single gun of either fleet. The 

damage was done by the respective air branches of the two forces, | 
plus the limited operations of submarines. | 
These battles, together with others of lesser importance, proved | 
the effectiveness of our air service, both ar to planes and pilots. 
They also certified a great amount of skill in the handling of our 
aircraft carriers, which now have come to be recognized .as the first 
line of the fleet. : 


RECORD OF SUBMARINES Likewise, the quality of our 


long-range submarines has 
long been established. They have engaged in successful operations 
in Japan’s front yard. We have lost remarkably few of theme 
only five, in fact, according to last accounts. They have been 
credited with sinking a large number of Japanese ships, war vessels 
as well as merchantmen. 

But prior to the recent Solomons battle no test had been of- 
fered major units of the surface fleet. On the night of August 8 
one of our cruiser task forces was caught off guard while screen- 
ing the unloading of American transports at Guadalcanal. We 
suffered the loss of three heavy cruisers and the Australians had 
one sunk, also. About a month later another skirmish was fought

in the same area, but this time we turned the tables on the Japs, 
sinking one of their heavy cruisers, four destroyers, and one 5,000- 
ton transport. The only thing we lost was one destroyer. 


AGAIN THEY FLED Still later at the Santa Cruz Islands. 

where we had a bigger engagement with 
the Japs on October 25-26, we again put their fleet to flight, but 
with the same tactics we employed at Midway and in the Coral 
Sea. Air units of the Navy got to them before our surface vessels 
came within range. 

Thus the latest Solomons battle was the first time the big guns 
of the Navy have had an opportunity to come into action. All 
segments of the fleet were represented, including some of our latest 
battleships, which are supposed to embrace all of the latest scien- 
tific instruments. Naturally, the moment was awaited with the 
keenest anxiety by our naval heads. It wasethe finished blueprint 
going into action. 

For years all of our naval strategy has been built upon the idea 
that ultimately we would have to fight the Japs. Most of our ships 
have been constructed with a view to their use in the Pacific. To 
the exclusion of most every other major naval power, of which 
there have been few since the last World War, our Navy per- 
sonnel has been trained to think in terms of Japan as a possible 
enemy. 


FIRST REAL TEST MWence the Solomons victory was the 

first real test of all of our thinking and 
planning. The fact that it ended as it did is complete vindication 
of our naval system. 

Privately many, if not all, of our higher admirals are known to 
have felt from the start that man for man, ship for ship, the Japs 
were no match for us on the seas. Our ships and guns and scien- 
tific instruments were supposed to be far superior to anything they 
had to offer. Moreover, our naval marksmanship was reputed to 
be the highest in the world, exceeding even that of the British, 
who for centuries have been rated as the world’s best sea fighters. 

Too disdainfully, perhaps, we have been inclined to look upon 
Japan’s fleet as a papier-mache navy which we would find little 
difficulty in bowling over once we came to grips with them.

We were led into the latter error by 
the tight veil of secrecy which was thrown around all naval con- 
struction in Japan for some years prior to Pearl Harbor. Even now 
we have no accurate information as to the make-up of the Jap navy.

But we do now have cause to judge the relative merits of the 
two fleets. In the Solomons battle we sank 28 of their ships, in- 
cluding probably two battleships, with a loss of less than half that 
number of our own. And we did it, according to the Navy De- 
partment, with a numerically inferior force. The whole action | 
seems to be epitomized by the fact that one of our 10.000-ton 
cruisers, the San Francisco, silenced the guns of a battleship nearly | 
three times her size, opening the way for our destroyers to come | 
in for the final torpedo thrust. | 

The whole victory, representing the first major contact between | 
the two fleets, should have a significant bearing on future events. |

On that trip he 
met Nicholas Lougworth, later to) 
become speaker of the house, and | 
the beauteous Alice Roosevelt, 
members of the entourage. 

He served under Admiral Ches- 
ter Nimitz, commander of the Pa- 
cific fleet, when Nimitz was divl- 
sional commander of submarines, 
and under Vice Admiral John 
Towers, formerly chief of the bu 
reau of aeronautics and now na- 
val air chief in the Pacific. 

In the first World war, Giddens 
did submarine duty with the At- 
lantic fleet, later commanding the 
vu. S. S. Pinola and Iroquois. He 
served aboard the battleships 
Ohio. New York and Oregon, on 
the Concord, Milwaukee and Chey- 
enne. The historic New York was 
Admira] Sampson’s flagship in the 
battle of Santiago.

Giddens, recalled to active duty 
last March as chief boatswain’s 
mate until his recommissioning in

Alta Marie, something of a celeb- | 
rity in her own right. 

Miss Giddens was selected as 
No. 2 drum majorette in the Unit-| 
ed States and one of 10 all-Amer- 
fcan majorettes during her two 
years at the University of Geor- 
gia.

His improvisations which were 
based on suggestions called out 
from the audience included one 
on five notes in his own style and 
then in the style of George Gersh- 
win. 

Next suggestions from the audi- 
ence were a group of five com- 
positions combined into a _ har- 
monious whole from bits of 
“White Christmas,’ “Smoke Gets 
in Your Eyes,” the Rachmaninoft | 
Prelude in C Sharp Minor, “Rhap- 
sody. in Blue,” and the Beethoven 
Fifth Symphony.

The Women’s Interests Section, 
War Department Bureau of Pub- 
lic Relations, of which Mrs. Emily 
Newell Blair is chief, is planning 
a series of regional conferences 
for the state leaders of the organi- 
zations represented on its advisory 
council, 

This council is composed of the 
heads of 33 of the larger national 


women’s organizations. It was 
formed to aid the Women’s In- 
terests Section in its work of 
bringing to the women of the 
country information about the 
Army and its problems, and the 
ways in which women may co- 
operate in meeting those prob- 
lems. 

At a conference of the Advisory 
Council held in Washington June 
15, the suggestion was made that 
similar meetings be held in va- 
rious parts of the country in or- 
der to spread more widely among 
organized women:the information 
which tthe Washington meeting 
gave the members of the council. 

Acting upon this suggestion, it 
has been decided to hold a re- 
gional conference in each of the 
nine Army Service Commands. 
The state presidents or designated 
state leaders of the organizations 
represented on the Advisory Coun- 
cil are being invited to these con- 
ferences, one representative of 
each organization from each state 
within a service command. 

The all-day meetings open with 


4a morning session at 10 o’clock at 


which there will be “off the rec- 
ord” speeches by the commanding 
general of the service command, 
representatives of the surgeon 
general’s office and the office of 
the chief of chaplains, the public 
relations officer and a representa- 
tive of the Women’s Army Aux- 
iliary Corps. This will be follow- 
ed by a luncheon at a Dutch treat 
at which there will be speakers 
familiar with the front-line situa- 
tion. The afternoon will be devot- 
ed to an executive session at which 
Mrs. Blair will preside and which 
will be thrown open for discus- 
sion .of the problems brought out 
at the morning session.
